THE DEATH OF CAiSAR., 


C/ESAR, at the perfuatioljgpecimus Brutus, though 
once determined to remain ome, had changed his 
mind, and was already in the ftreets, being carried to the 
Senate in his litter. Soon after he had left his owa houfe, 
a flave came thither in hafte, defired protection, and faid 
he had a fecret of the greateft mement to impart. He 
had probably overheard the confpirators,or had obfezved 
that they were armed; but not being aware how pref- 
fing the time was, he fuffered himfelf to be detained until 
Cefar’s return, Others, probably, had obferved circym- 
ftances which led to a difcovery of the plot, and Czfar 
had a billet to this effect given to him as he paffed in 
the ftreets ; he was intreated by the perfon who gave it, in- 
{tantly to read it ; and he endeavoured todo fo, but was 
prevented bythe multitudes: whe crouded around him 
with numberlefs applications: and he ftill carried this 
paper in his hand when he entered the Senate. 

Brutus and moft of the confpirators had taken their 
places 1 little while before the arrival of Cxfar, and'con- 
tinued to be alarmed by many circumftances which tend- 
ed to fhake their. refolution. Porcia, in the fame mo- 
ments, being in great agitation, expofed herfelf to publick 
notice. She liftened with anxiety to every noife in the 
{treets ; fhe difpatched, without any pretence of bifinefs, 
continual meffages towards the place where the Senate 
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was aflembled ; fhe afked every perfon who tame from 
that quarter if. they obferved what her hufbanéd was do- 
ing. Her fpirits at laft funk under the effec of fuch vio- 
lent emetions; fle fainted away, and was carried for dead 
into her apartment. A meflage came to Brutus in the 
Senate with this account. He was much affected but 
kept his place. Popilius Lanas,who alittle befgre feem- 
ed, from the expreflion he had dropped, to have got 
notice of their defign, appeared to be in earneft conver- 
fation with Crefaf, as he alighted from his carriage. ‘Vhis 
left the confpirators no longer in doubt that they, were 
difcovered ; and they made figns to each other, that it 
would be better to die by their own hands than to fall 
into the power of their enemy. | But they faw of a fud 
den the countenance of Lenas change into a {mile, J 


late to fuch a bufinefs as theirs. 

Czfar’s chair of ftate had been placed near to the pe- 
deftal ef Pompey’s ftatue. Numbers of the confpirators 
had feated themfelves atound it. Trebonius, under pre- 
tence of bufinefs, had taken Anthony afide at the entrance 
of the theatre. Cimber, who, with others of the con- 
fpirators, met Czfar in the portico, prefented him with 
a petition in favour of his brother, who had been except- 
éd from the late indemnity; and in urging the prayer of 
this petition, attended the Dictator to his place. Having 
there reccived a denia Cesar, uttered with fome ex- 
preflions of mpaicibos fo much importuned, he 
took hold of his rob to prefs the intreaty. Ney, 
faid Czfar, this is violence. While he fpoke thefe words, 
Cimber flung back the gown from his fhoulders; and 
this being the fignal agreed uponggealled out to ftrike — 
Calica aimed the firft blow. Crefar taped from his place, 
and in the firft moment of furprife, pufhed Cimber with 
one arm, and laid hol@of Cafca with the other. But he 
foon perceived that refiftance was vain; and while the 
{words of the confpirators clafhed with each other, in 
| their way to his body, he wrapped himfelf up in his gown, 
and fell without any further ftruggle. It was obferved, 
in the fuperftitien of the times, that in falling, the blond 
which {prung from his wounds fprinkled the pedeftal of 
'Pompey’s ftatue. And thus having employed the great- 
eft abilities to fubdue his fellow citizens, with whom it 
would have been a much greater honour to have been 











|, able to live on terms of equality, he fell, in the height of 


perceived that his converfation with Cafar could not rée- 
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his fecurity, a facrifice to their juft indignation; a ftriking 
example of what the arrogant have to fear, in trifling 
with the feelings cf a free people, and at the fame time 
a leflon of jealoufy and of cruelty to tyrants, or an admo- 
nition not-to {pare, in the exercife of their power, thofe 
whom they may have inlulted by ufurping it. When 
the body lay breathlefs on the ground, Caflius called out 
that there lay the worftof men. Brutus called upon the 
Senate to judge of the tranfaction which had paifed be- 
fore them,and was proceeding to ftate the motives of thofe 
who were concerned in it, when the members, who had 
foramoment ftocd in filent amazement, rofe on a fudden, 
and began to feparate in great confternation. Ail thofe 
who had come to the Senate in the train of Cafar, his 
Lictors, the ordinary officers of State, citizens and fo- * 
reigners, with many fervants and dependants of eve 
fort, had been inftantly feized with a panic; and as if 
the {words of the con{pirators were drawn againft them- 
felves, had already cokes into the ftreets, and carried tcr- 
ror and confufion wherever they went. The Senators 
themfelves now followed. No maffhad pref€nce of mind 
to give any accountof what had happened, but repeat- 
ed the cry that was ufual on great alarms, for ai! perfons 
sg rrithdraw, and fhut up their habitations and fhops.— 

is cry was communicated from one to another in the 
ftreets. The people imagining that a general maflacre 
was fomewhcere begun, fhut up and barred ajl their doors 
as in the dead of night, and every ore prepared to defend 
his own habitation. .
